Common  Market...

The  crisis  of  the  European  Com¬ 
mon  Market  now  holds  the  spotlight 
in  world  affairs.  France’s  Premier 
De  Gaulle  spurned  Britain’s  entry 
into  the  economic  and  semi-political 
union.  Reaction  in  the  West  ranges 
from  unveiled  indignation  to  sober 
grunts  and  groans.  Just  before  the 
crisis  (if  one  can  call  it  that)  broke, 
the  West  was  convulsed  with  laugh¬ 
ter  over  the  Moscow-Peking  split. 
Circumstances  change  fast  in  the 
field  of  international  politics:  to¬ 
day’s  hero  is  tomorrow’s  goat.  The 
U.S.S.R.  and  China  are  happy,  for- 
as  much  as  world  attention  has  been 
centered  on  them  these  many 
months,  they  have  gained  a  well- 
earned  rest. 

By  keeping  up  on  the  late-break¬ 
ing  news  of  the  “free  world”  dis¬ 
pute,  everyone  is  able  to  see  the 
selfish  interests  of  all  the  countries 
involved.  Press  releases  and  com¬ 
muniques  reveal  the  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  different  governments 
jockeying  for  position,  trying  to 
score  all  the  points  in  behalf  of  their 
nations. 

It  seems  the  French  veto  of  Brit¬ 
ain  is  not  serious  enough  to  deserve 
headlines  in  U.  S.  newspapers. 
Granted  headline  treatment,  at 
least  the  press  could  try  and  see  the 
event  without  hysteria.  All  of  a 
sudden,  De  Gaulle  and  France  are 
anti-everything,  excepting  French 
interests.  The  U.S.  press  would  be 
telling  the  whole  truth  if  they  point¬ 
ed  out  that  America  and  Britain  are 
also  obsessed  with  their  own  inter¬ 
ests. 

But  the  French  rejection  of  Eng¬ 
land  does  have  some  grave  aspects. 
England  is  not  as  economically 
viable  as  she  once  was.  The  econ¬ 
omy  is  stagnating,  and  unemploy¬ 
ment  has  reached  its  highest  point 
in  ten  years.  In  order  for  Britain  to 
get  into  Euromart,  or  Common 
Market,  she  would  have  to  consent 
to  raise  external  tariffs  on  food¬ 
stuffs  and  stop  subsidizing  her  farm¬ 
ers.  This  she  finds  unacceptable  for 
two  reasons.  One,  the  majority  of 
British  foodstuffs  are  imported  from 
Commonwealth  nations  duty-free. 
Low  prices  on  food  keep  production 
costs  at  a  minimum,  enabling  Brit¬ 
ain  to  compete  with  European  man¬ 
ufacturers  around  the  world.  By 
buying  her  food  products  from  Eu¬ 
romart  her  production  costs  would 
rise  because  she  has  to  pay  more 
for  them.  Two,  England  subsidizes 
her  farmers  because  they  are  un¬ 
protected  by  tariffs  on  incoming  food 
products.  Eliminating  subsidies 
would  throw  British  farmers  out  on 
their  own  in  the  agricultural  ex¬ 
change  of  the  Common  Market. 
And,  as  it  stands  to  date,  French 
farmers  dominate  the  food  ex¬ 
change.  Any  farmer  who  is  not 
French  fares  poorly. 

However,  De  Gaulle  is  adamant 
about  keeping  Britain  out  unless

Judicial  System

What  is  wrong  with  our  judicial 
system?  On  Wednesday,  January 
31,  Mr.  Hodge,  a  man  who  had 
cheated  the  State  of  Illinois  out  of 
a  couple  million  dollars,  was  re¬ 
leased  on  parole  from  prison.  It 
was  reported  that  he  was  in  “ill 
health.”  Was  this  fair?  A  man  who 
has  stolen  a  great  deal  of  money  is 
paroled  after  serving  six  and  one- 
half  years  in  prison.  Someone  else 
may  have  stolen  only  about  five 
hundred  dollars  and  he  may  have 
to  serve  a  sentence  twice  as  long  as 
Mr.  Hodge  served.  Someone  may 
say  that  the  man  who  stole  five  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  stole  it  from  a  person 
who  may  have  really  been  in  dire 
need  for  money.  The  money  that 
Hodge  took  came  from  the  people 
of  the  State  of  Illinois.  That  money 
may  have  been  near  and  dear  to 
many  people  who  needed  it.  Hodge 
probably  got  paroled  because  he 
had  rich,  influential  people  working 
for  his  parole.  The  common  man 
does  not  have  these  rich,  influential 
people  working  for  his  parole. 

This  is  not 
true  only  in 
Hodge’s  case.  It 
has  most  likely 
occurred  also  on 
the  local  level. 

I  once  heard 
about  a  case  in 
which  the  well- 
to-do  people  got 
the  best  of  it. 

Some  youths  in 
high  school  were  Steve  Biel 
involved  in  a  robbery.  A  couple  of 
the  youths  had  parents  who  were 
rather  influential.  In  court,  these 
well-to-do  youths  told  their  side  of 
the  story.  One  of  the  boys,  whose 
parents  were  not  influential,  could 
not  even  give  his  side  of  the  story. 
In  fact,  one  man  watching  the  court 
proceedings  said,  “Give  the  kid  a 
chance  to  talk.”  The  boy  did  not 
get  that  chance.  Guess  which  youth 
received  the  toughest  sentence.  The 
boy  whose  parents  were  not  influ¬ 
ential  was  sent  to  prison. 

Another  factor  that  makes  me 
wonder  about  our  judicial  system  is 
the  pleas  for  insanity.  It  seems 
every  time  I  read  about  a  killer 
being  brought  to  justice,  the  mur¬ 
derer  pleaded  insanity.  Some  of 
the  performances  these  men  put  on 
to  show  that  they  are  insane  would 
win  an  Oscar  for  the  best  actor. 
Sometimes,  the  man  may  actually 
be  insane.  In  other  instances,  I’m 
not  so  sure  that  they  are  mentally 
unbalanced.  If  they  are  classified 
a,s  mentally  ill,  they  are  sent  to  a 
mental  hospital.  Having  been  sent 
to  the  hospital,  they  are  treated 
and  usually  cured  within  a  year  or 
two  and  are  released  to  prey  on 
society  once  more.  If  they  had  been 
sent  to  jail,  they  might  have  been 
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Robert  Frost

Forty  years  later,  Robert  Frost 
at  the  age  of  eighty-nine  (this  Marcl 
26)  finished  the  journey  of  his  lif 
and  went  to  his  eternal  and  well 
deserved  rest.  His  poetry  has  er 
tertained  the  world  since  1913  am 
today  there  is  not  an  educated  per 
son  in  America  who  has  not  reai 
Frost. 

Frost’s  early  life  was  one  of  po^ 
erty  and  failure.  It  was  not  until 
1913  that  any  of  his  poems  wer, 
accepted  for  publication  and  thes* 
were  printed  in  England.  Agaij 
in  1914,  he  published  another  booki 
within  a  year  both  were  repuh 
lished  in  the  United  States.  Fro" 
said  to  his  wife,  “My  book  ha 
gone  home;  we  must  go  too.”  An 
home  he  came. 

In  the  familiar  objects  and  chai 
acter  of  New  England,  Frost  foun 
his  poetry;  but  it  is  a  poetry  th£ 
people  all  over  the  world  have  bee 
able  to  read,  feel,  and  enjoy.  Say 
Frost  of  himself:  “I  am  not  a  r( 
gionalist.  I  am  a  realmist.  I  writ 
about  realms  of  democracy  an 
realms  of  spirit.  The  land  is  alway 
in  my  bones.”  In  his  poetry  can  I 
seen  his  expert  foundation  in  th 
classics  both  in  word  sense  and  di; 
cipiined  forms.  He  captures  th' 
reader  by  the  grandeur  of  his  pe:i 
sonality  and  by  the  impeccabl 
rightness  of  form  and  phrase.  I 

From  Sculley  Bradley’s  Tli 
American  Tradition  in  Literature 
I  quote,  “For  all  his  descriptiv 
realism.  Frost  is  temperamentall 
a  poet  of  meditative  society.  He  : 
no  philosopher  with  a  formal  sy^ 
tern.  The  truths  he  seeks  are  innat; 
in  the  hearts  of  man  and  in  commoj 
objects.  But  people  forget,  an; 
poetry,  he  says,  ‘makes  you  remeni 
ber  what  you  didn’t  know  you  knew* 
A  poem  is  not  didactic,  but  provide 
an  immediate  experience  ‘whic 
begins  in  delight  and  ends  in  wii 
dom’;  and  it  provides  at  least 
momentary  stay  against  confii 
sion.  ”  . 

Henry  Rago  says  of  Frost,  “.  . 
we  have  been  in  the  presence  of  • 
poet  who  was  extraordinarily  aliv 
and  whose  poems  are,  if  we  ca.' 
ever  use  the  word,  immortal.”  t

For  years,  Indiana  has  been  called 
a  basketball-crazy  state.  Hoosier 
Hysteria  is  what  the  sports  writers 
call  it,  for  it  is  no  uncommon  thing 
to  hear  of  a  small  rural  high  school 
with  an  enrollment  of  500  or  less  to 
have  a  gymnasium  seating  more 
than  2500  fans.  Most  schools  have 
tremendous  community  following. 

Of  late,  other  states  have  claimed 
that  they  now  surpass  the  Hoosiers 
in  nrodiiction  of  top-flight  roiiiul- 
iiall  talent;  but  in  support  of  Indi¬ 
ana  we  refer  the  reader  to  an  arti¬ 
cle  in  Sjjorting  News,  January  29, 
1903: 

“Time  hasn’t  yet  arrived  to  ‘write 
off’  Indiana  high  school  basketball. 
During  recent  seasons,  there  has 
been  a  growing  suspicion  that  some 
other  states,  namely  Ohio  and 
Pennsylvania,  had  moved  ahead  of 
Hoosierland  in  prep  play  and  play¬ 
ers. 

In  selections  of  the  top  ten  pros¬ 
pects  for  this  year’s  All-America 
squad,  the  coaches  who  assisted  in 
the  listings  named  two  specialists 
for  added  considerations — and  they 
both  are  natives  of  Indiana. 

The  shot  specialist  is  Indiana’s 
Jimmy  Rayl,  who  hails  from  Koko¬ 
mo,  and  the  free-throw  specialist  is 
Cincinnati’s  Ron  Bonham  of  Mun- 
cie. 

Indiana  also  is  well  represented 
in  the  Mighty  Mite  selections  by 
Bob  Cantrell  of  East  Chicago  and 
Western  Michigan’s  Manny  New- 
some,  who  propped  in  Gary.’’  Add 
to  this.  Art  Crump  of  Gary,  the  na¬ 


tion's  fifth  leading  scorer;  Pete 
Auksel  of  E.C.  Washington  fame, 
top  scorer  and  rebounder  at  North 
Carolina  State;  and  Valparaiso’s 
Scotty  Ward,  now  high  point  man  at 
the  University  of  South  Carolina 
and  we  rest  our  case. 

If  Saint  Joseph’s  basketball 
Coach  Jim  Holstein  is  looking  for 
a  reason  why  his  Pumas  are  not 
atop  the  Indiana  Conference  this 
season,  and  are  struggling  to  keep 
above  the  ..500  mark,  let  us  say  it  is 
not  to  be  blamed  on  lack  of  e.xcel- 
lent  guard  play.  Between  the  two 
(d  them,  George  Post,  described 
as  “one  of  the  fastest  guards  Saint 
Josei)h’s  will  ever  ha\e  ...”  and 
Kuss  Marcinek,  ex-Bishop  Noll 
great,  have  averaged  41.7  points 
per  game.  This  represents  approx¬ 
imately  .50%  of  the  Joemcn  scor¬ 
ing,  and  as  any  coach  will  tell  you, 
you  can’t  ask  for  much  more  than 
that. 

When  it  comes  to  nicknames,  bas¬ 
ketball  ranks  second  to  none.  Sports 
fans  will  hear  such  names  as  Splen¬ 
did  Splinter,  Hoosier  Hot  -  Shot, 
Hondo,  Stilt,  Skull,  and  Big  Bell  as 
the  radio  commentators  do  their 
play-by-play  broadcasts  this  season. 
These  names  have  become  so  famil¬ 
iar  to  some  that  it  isn’t  necessary 
for  the  sportscaster  to  mention  the 
individual’s  name — the  nickname  is 
sufficient.

Editor’s  Note :  This  is  the  si>eech 
given  by  Student  Council  President 
Edward  C.  Latek  at  the  Student 
Union  last  Monday. 

Evei'y  spring  we  witness  a  rabid 
interest  in  our  school.  Many  of  us 
make  an  attempt  to  prove  this  inter¬ 
est  by  becoming  a  candidate  for  the 
office  of  either  president,  vice-presi¬ 
dent,  secretary,  or  treasurer. 

Since  the  beginning  of  this  ad¬ 
ministration  it  has  become  increas¬ 
ingly  evident  to  myself  and,  I  be¬ 
lieve,  to  many  other  people,  that 
certain  individuals  who  had  an  un¬ 
dying  enthusiasm  for  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  Calumet  Center  were  not 
really  interested  in  the  future 
growth  of  this  institution.
